JUST AN OLD BRITISH CUSTOM! 
V O U know when it comet to good 
* hearty fare, tha English art 
pretty hard to beat. 
Hera la a genuine British menu 
—featuring tha famous roast beef 
of Merrie England, and tha aqually 
famous Yorkshir# pudding: 
Rib roast of beef with Yorkshire 
pudding; browned onions and car­ 
rots; lettuce salad; bread and but­ 
ter; and for dessert, plum tart 
rium tart is a thoroughly Eng­ 
lish dessert, made of green gags 
plums and thin pastry. 
Green gage plums are aTallahle 
in many places. 
Or you can use 
canned plums for the tart; 
or 
prunes could be used, or fresh rhu­ 
barb. 
The British have always aaten 
thus substantially. If you thought 
catena always began the day with 
milk and honey, 
listen to 
this 
breakfast of Queen Elisabeth's— 
“several kinds of fish and a dish of 
beef, all washed down with a gen­ 
erous quantity of 'goode here."* 
Meat was th* staple In tha old 
days of Merri* England. 
For din­ 
ner there would be eighteen to 
twenty-flr* kinds of meats. 
The all-meat diet of that time 
gave rise to a peculiar custom—the 
“king’s touch." 
This was the custom of visiting 
tbs king to have him touch you— 
to cure illness. 
People would Journey for days, 
Just to receive the touch of the 
king. And tbs fact was that many 
of them arrived back home, cured. 


Thsre’a a good explanation for 
the cures. You see most of tha pil 
grim* wera suffering from dietary 
diseases. On their way to Tislt the 
king, they would C*ther tha rege- 
tables and herbs they found along 
the way, and these alone were 
enough 
to 
curt their 
maladies, 
though they laid the cure to the 
maglo touch of the king. 
Here’s another interesting thing. 
The custard pie type of humor was 
considered "unspeakably amusing" 
in Queen Elizabeth’s time. 


You may think that tha movie 
people Invented custard plea. 
Not 
at all. In the days of Good Queen 
Bess, It was customary to place in 
the center of the table a huge cus­ 
tard pit. 
As a writer of the time 
described It. "While the company 
was busily employed In dispatching 
their meal . . . a Jester suddenly 
entered the room, and springing 
over the heads of the astounded 
guests, plunged himself into the 
qulvery custard, to the unspeakable 
amusement of those far anough 
from the tumbler not to be be­ 
spattered. . , 
Custard pie slinging was a Jolly 
game several hundred years ago!
